a topical anesthetic; 

a polymeric thickener selected from the group consisting of shear-thhming 
polysaccharide gums and shear-^nningpolyaciylic acid polymers; 

a lipophilic component that is selected from the group consisting of an aliphatic Q to Cs 
alcohol, an aliphatic Q to Cm ester, a liquid polyol and a mixture thereof, 

water; and 

a buffer system that provides a buffered pH value for said composician in the range of 
about 3 to about 7.4. 

2. (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 1 further comprising a vasoactive prostaglandin 
selected from the group consisting of PGEi, PGAj, PGB„ PGF,», 19-hydroxy-PQAH 19-hydroxy-

thereof. 

3 . (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 2 wherein the vasoactive prostaglandin is selected 
from the group consisting of prostaglandin £], prosta^andin £2* ^ phannaceutically acceptable 
salt thereof, a lower alkyl ester thereof and a mixture thereof. 

4. f WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 2 wherein the vasoactive prostaglandin is present in 
the amount of about 0.1 mg 10 about 0.5 mg. 

5 . (WrniDRAWN} The composition of claim 2 wherein the vasoactive prostaglandin is present in 
the amount of about 0.2 mg to about 0.3 mg. 

6. (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim I wherein the topical anesthetic is an aminoamide 
local anesthetic selected from the group consisting of lidocainc, bupivacaine, mepivacaine. 
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dibucaine, propivacaine. etidocaine, tocainide, a phannaceutically acceptable salt thereof and a 
mixture thereof. 

7. (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 1 wherein the topical anesthetic is a local anesthetic 
selected from the group consisting of lidocaine, bupivacaine, dyclonine, a phannaceutically 
acceptable salt thereof and a mixture thereof 

8. (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 1 wherein the topical anesthetic comprises about 
0.01 to about 1 0 percent by weight based on the weight of the composition. 

9. (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim I wherein the polymeric Sickener is a shear- 
duxmins polyacrylic acid polymer, 

10. (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 1 wherein the shear-thinning polysaccharide gum is 
a galactomannan gum. 

1 1 . (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 10, wherein the shear-thinning polysaccharide gum 
is a modified galactomannan gum. 

12. (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 1 1 wherein the modified galactomannan gum is a 
modified guar gum. 

1 3. (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 1 further comprising a penetration enhancer selected 
from the group consistmg of an alkyl-(N-subsiitutcd amino) allcanoate, an alkyI-2-(N»N- 
disubstimied amino) alkanoate, an (N-9ubstituted amino) alkanol alkanoate, an (N,N-disubstituted 
aituno) alkanol alkanoate, a phaimaceutically acceptable salt thereof and a mixture thereof. 

14. (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 13 wherein the penetration enhancer is dodecyl 2- 
(N,N-dtmethylamino)-propionate or a phannaceutically acceptable salt. 

15. (WITHDRAWN) The composition of claim 1 wherein the lipophilic component comprises at 
least one glyceryl ester selected from the group cottsisting of monoglycerides, diglycerides, 
triglycerides, and mixtures thereof.

47. (NEW) The method of claim 22 wherein Ae composidon is administered about 2 to about 30 
minutes before sexual intercourse. 

48. (NEW) The method of claim 22 whesrein the ootx^osition is administered 5 to 20 minutes before 
sexual intercourse. 
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
